TELEPAONE DAMAGE MYSTERY

Chicago Police Still Unable to Explain
Cause of Explosion.

Chiengo, June 28, —The cause of the
explosion which last night wreeked
the telephone exchange in the heart of
the city and did much damage to prop-
erty, estlmated to exceed §10,000, in-
flicted injuries which may he fatal to
one man and slightly wounded four-
teen others, is still unexplained.

After several hours of careful inves-
tigation the police are unable to de-
termine whether the terrific detona-
tlon was the work of several persons
desiring to harm the telephone com-
pany or another of the series of bombs

what is known as the “gamblers’ war.”

A number of the employes of the
telephone company are on a strike.
The principal damage was to the con-
duit through which the conveying ca-
bles of the telephone company pass to
the central exchange.

Fifteen cables which control 25,000
telephones were torn and twisted by
the force of the explosion and some
of them were severed,

Sheriff Clements put a gun in
Boche's face and told him to throw
up his hands, He surrendered without
resistance,

It was two vears ago that Boche
shot and killed Frank Jarmer, & Nor-
folk saloonkeeper. A year ago Boche
was tried and convicted of manslaugh-
ter., 8Since then he has been at his
home here, enjoyving his llberty, out
on ball awaiting the supreme court's
decislon In the case.

Now he must go to Lincoln to serve
as a convict for nearly ten years,

HERDES OF THE DEEP

Brave Captains Who Have Per-
ished With Their Ships.

A STERN RULE OF THE SEA.

*The Captain of the Vesssl Shall Be
the Last to Léave,” and From This
Mandate No Captain Is Exempt.
Heroiam In Face of Certain Death.

“The enptain of the vessel shall be
the last to leave™

This herole sentiment hns been ex-
emplified time and again by the brave
men who go down to the sen in ships,
and to thelr everlasting honor there
Is no attempt or desire to shirk the
fearful duty and responsibility, So It
was that Captaln Bealby of the {1
fated Republie refused to leave his ship
till every man, woman, child and mem-
ber of his crew had been saved,

“The last to leave!” It Is the law,
universally nsknowledged at sea by
officers and men allke as the basls of
self respect and honor. From it no
captain 8 exempt.

One of the bravest of these heroes
was Chlef Officer Paterson of the
British King. One day some winters
ngo he salled from New York under
Captain O'Hagan, Great storms im-
peded the passnge of the ship, and so
stupendous was the violence of the
wanves that they stove In the bow
plates, and before the leakage was
discovered tons of water rushed Into
the hold.

Captaln O'Hagnn told his men to
ghift the cargo, but barrels and cases
were hurtling this way and that, and
one of them, driving the captain back
against the wall, crushed his leg so
soverely that he had to be carrled to
the lifebont

For a brief space there was no cap-
taln, Then Paterson took command.
At a critical moment hls strong per-
sonality and calm assurance saved
the crew from paniec. Three boats
filled with sallors from the British
King were lnunched In safety, while
the new commander stood In sllence
on the bridge. Lower and lower sank
the i1l starred ship, aud as she heaved
and took her final plunge Paterson
blew a farewell blast upon his whistle
to the fast departing crew,

Quite different, but no less herole, was
the manner in which Captain Griffith
of the Atlantic Transport line steam-
ship Mohegan faced death. Though it
was scarcely darker than twilight, he
hed run his vessel on the rocks near
the Needles in October, 1808, and it
was rapidly sinking. The last glimpse
of Captain Griffith showed him stand-
ing on the bridge ordering the boats
to be lowered in order to save his crew.

Herole in death, too, was the captain
of the oll ship Loodlana, which several
years ago was burned at sea. Before
thinking of his own safety he saw ev-
ery man of his crew clear of the doom-
ed vessel, and then it was too late,
Foot by foot he was driven forward
by the flames till at last he hung over
the bow. A tramp steamship came up,
but the waters were too rough for the
lowering of the bonts., Finally the
flames compelled him to loosen his
hold, and while his ship burned flerce-
ly on he was dashed into the angry
seas beneath.

But still more dramatic was the death
of Captain Deloncle of the French
liner La Bourgogne, sunk In the sum-
mer of 1808, As he stood one night
upon the bridge a tall bark suddenly
loomed out of the darkness and, deal-
ing La Bourgogne a fatal blow, steam-
ed hurriedly away. The men on board
went frantie. In a seramble for safety
firemen and crew lost thelr wits, and
people ran up and down the deck In
wild despalr.

Delonele stood calm amid the tuo-
mult. Suddeniy he abandoned himself
to the dramatic horror of the scene
and, seizing the whistle rope, sent into
the skles one long, wild, walllng groan.
It was Deloncle's Inst salute,

Perhaps the noblest death of all wns
that of Captaln Craven of the monitor
Tecumseh at the attack In August,
1864, on Mobile. The ship was fast
sinking. There wns not a moment to
be lost. At the foot of the lndder lead-
ing to the manhole above, the turret
of sufety, two men met, Captain Cra-
ven and his pilot. There would be
time for but one to mount. The cap-
tain knew {t; the pllot knew it. But
there was no hesitation, With a smile
Captain Craven stepped to one side.

“After you, pllot.,” he sald.

The man sprang up the ladder, and
his life was saved, but the brave eap-
tain was swept under and carried to
destruction by the cruel sea.—London
Answers.

WARSHIP'S NOVELGIFT

South Carolina to Have Sliver
Service Picturimg State History.

DISPUTED EVENTS DEPICTED.

Native Trees and Plants Also on Plate
t2 Be Presented by Palmetto Stats
to the New All-big-gun Battleship.
No Reference to the Civil War Im
the Designs,

When the battleship South Carolina,
which will be the second of Americnm
ull-big-gun battleships to be completed,
goes Into commisslon a few months
hence she will recelve from the state
of South Caroling one of the most elnb-
orate sllver services ever presented to
an Amerfean warship, Governor Ansel
of Bouth Caroling, who I8 chinlrman of
the commission that s to award the
contract for the service, has sent out
the plansg and spectfications to pro-
spective bidders. These plans show
that the service will be a complete
pletorial history of South Carolinm
during the Revolutlon, while every
flower, every plant and every tree that
s Indigenous to South Carollna wilk
appenr on sowme of the pleces,

The service will consist of fifty-three
sliver pleces and an elnbornte metald
mounted bhumidor that can hold 800
elgars. The silver of which the serv-
fce 18 to be made must be of the finest,
of uniform fnencssa and standard
grade, and the deslgns submitted by
the bidders must be at the state eapl-
tol tn Columbia by June 10, when the
contract for the manufacture of the
gervice will be awarded.

The principal centerpleces are to bear
three incidents in the Revolutlonary
history of the Palmetto State, happen-
Ings which In two cases many historl-
ans declare never took pince. These
are SBergeant Jasper scallng the walls
of Fort Moultrie to rescue the flag of
the new nation that fell outside the
breastworks when the fagstaff waw
gevered by a Britlish bullet, General
Francls Marion entertaining the Brit-
Ish officers at a dinner whose only
course was bhnked potatoes served om
tree bark and the burning of her home
by Mrs. Motte to prevent it from belng
made use of by the king’'s soldiera

In addition to these three primefpad
designs there are to be etchings om
other pleces of Genernl Marlon, Gen-~.
ernl Moultrie, Genernl Daniel Morgam,
General Plekens, Commander Ingre-
ham, U. 8. N.; the battleship Bouth,
Carollna and the words “Mllllons for:
defense, but not a cent for tribute.”™

Other pleces will show the palmetto-
tree, the sweet jasmine, the magmo-
lia tree, the trumpet vione, the straw-—
berry, the long cucumber shnped wa-—
termelons that only Bouth Carolina
farmers grow, the cotton plant, rice
flelda and the peach trees of the Pled-
mont.

The eircular sent out to the bidders
states that the “designs are to consisk
of a combination nautleal In thelr sug-
gestion."” Each plece must have a dif-
ferent design.

In none of the designs is there any
reference to the civil war, ns was the
case in the service presented by the
state of Mississippi to the battleship of
that name.— New York Times,

Sea Fiean.

The deep sea naturallst when pre-
paring the skeletons of small birds and
fishes for mounting calls the sea fleas
te his ald. These actlve llttle crus-
taceans swarm oo the bottom of the
gen In both troplenl and temperate wa-
ters and are possessed of voruclous ap-
petites. 8o the naturallst, after remow-
ing the skin and loose flesh from the
specimen, ties it o a coarse net and
lowers It into the sea untll It hangs
just clear of the bottom. It Is immedl
ately discovered by the sea flens, and
countless myrinds of the Ilittle crea-
tures comle swarmiog to the work of
denuding the bones, In a short time
the skeleton Is clean and rendy to be
packed or mounted. Care must be
taken to haul It up at just the right
moment, as If left too long to the sea
flens they will attack and devour the
small bones as soon as they bave fin-
fshed the soft parta. A little watch-
fulnees on the part of the naturalist
will prevent this, however, and the
tiny scavengers of the deep will save
him a lot of unpleasant work.—Chicaga
